AWFUL PLUNGE TO DEATH. 


Nineteen Miners In Montana Fail a Dis- 


tance of 500 Feet. 


BUTTE, Mont.. Nov. 4 —Seventeen men 


were killed in an accident at tbe Ana- 
londa mine, near here, shortly after mid- 
night. A cageful of miners bad come to 
he surface, and their places were taken 
by nineteen others, who were to take up 
he work just abandoned by them. Tbe 
cage was started downward, when there 
fas a budden snap, a cry of horror from 
the shaft in which the cage had but a 
moment before disappeared, and then a 
cry went up from the men who had a 
moment before come to the surface. The 
rope had broken and the cage with its 
nineteen inmates was precipitated to the 
>ottom of the mine, a distance of 500 feet. 
Seventeen of the men were killed and the 
other two terribly injured.
